The 
growing of Iris becomes a habit that continues to grow 
and that never seems to get out of our blood. 

Iris will grow in almost any soil. Requires little 
attention. Will thrive in half sun and half shade. Plant 
from 18 to 24 inches apart, and cover with not more than 
one inch of dirt. 

The best time to plant is from July Ist to Septem- 
ber 15th, although they can be planted up to the time 
the ground freezes. In most instances blubs planted this 
year will bloom next.
